CHANGING THE FACE OF THE 
STORE. 

While it is desirable from time to time to 
make changes in the store in order to alter 
its general appearance and to lead to the 
impression that something is going on, it is 
a mistake to make any very radical changes 
in the location of the various stocks. The 
changes should range rather from the ornately 
•decorative to the severely plain, or the re¬ 
verse, or from the crowded and impeded to 
the open and accessible, and vice versa, 
rather than in the transpostion of what may 
have become a well-known arrangement of 
the books or other stock. 

1 he regular customer may have been 
trained, so to speak, to look in a certain part 
of the store for what he wants, and where 
he has always found that in which he is in¬ 
terested. As a matter of fact, on one of his 
rounds he may have made a mental note of 
something that he reserved for a more close 
examination on another visit to the store. 
If therefore the stock has been moved about, 
or, as not infrequently happens, has been 
transferred to another part of the building, 

| the book which the customer had in mind 
may have lost its identity, or the customer’s 


thought of it its continuity, and so the sale 
for the time being may be lost. The sale 
may, indeed, be lost forever, unless some one 
is at hand who knows just exactly where the 
particular stock the customer is looking for 
has been moved to; and it is exasperating 
how often there is no one around who is 
able even in the remotest way to help a cus¬ 
tomer out when he is struggling with seme 
half-remembered impression. If he makes the 
inquiry of say, any one of three clerks who 
may happen to be grouped together in one 
spot, as is often the case, gaping into vacuous 
space, an attitude peculiar to the time-server, 
all three will move off into different directions 
—two of them very likely without any inten¬ 
tion of looking for what is wanted, or of re¬ 
turning to report to the customer, and the 
third either too conscientious, or, let us say, 
too timid, to follow the example of his col¬ 
leagues, will flounder helplessly through the 
store and, finally, return to the customer 
with word that the book is no longer in 
stock. Usually the customer does one of two 
things—he leaves the store without complain¬ 
ing or he raises a row with the proprietor. 
More often he turns his back on the store, 
and if more efficiently and courteously served 
elsewhere, will never go back to it again. 
Thus is the master often served, and these 
are some of the consequences of making too 
radical changes in the arrangement of the 
stock. Of course, in very large stores even 
very radical changes are frequently necessary; 
but when they are made special care should be 
taken that any body who is seeking for what¬ 
ever may have been transferred is directed to 
its new location without delay or trouble of 
any kind. 

Ordinarily, changes in the store should 
be restricted to the decoration and arrange¬ 
ment /rather than to the transferring .of 
stock from one part of the store to another, 
or from one floor to another. In the months 
succeeding the Christmas season the store is 
permitted to have a disorderly appearance— 
as though its proprietor was preparing to 
clear out half his stock. Yet even this dis¬ 
order should be carefully studied and confined 
to the portable tables in the middle of the 
store and not interfere with the general 
arrangement of the stock. Presently, this 
clearance-sale look of the store should make 
way for the airy decorations to which the 
valentine season lends itself. Next follow 
patriotic colors for Lincoln’s and Washing¬ 
ton’s birthdays, green for St. Patrick’s day, 
purple for the Lenten season and white for 
Easter. During the Spring and Summer 
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months the store should be dressed in light 
attire—linen and gossamer—to which so many 
of the book-covers lend themselves, and pre¬ 
sent a cool and refreshing aspect. As Winter 
approaches the bookseller may indulge him¬ 
self in warmer effects—yellows, reds and 
rich dark greens, adding holly and evergreens 
as Thanksgiving Day and Christmas and New 
Year’s approach. It is really curious how 
often a color scheme will favorably affect a 
purchaser, and induce him to purchase things 
that would not have occurred to him had it 
not been for the suggestive decorations of 
the store. 

Whatever changes the bookseller may con¬ 
template he must never overlook the fact 
that his books are “the thing,” and that noth¬ 
ing must interfere with their display or ac¬ 
cessibility. Lastly, let the proprietor pay 
every attention to the activity and efficiency of 
his service, which should be the chief orna¬ 
ment of his business, and the lack of which 
are often his undoing. There are opportunities 
enough of changing the appearance of the 
store, and, within reason, advantage should be 
taken of them; but not to the extent that the 
regular patron might mistake the store for 
another and turn away or be unable to find 
his way, after he gets into it, to his familiar 
and favorite nooks and pasturage. 

THE PUBLISHER’S RIGHT IN COM¬ 
PILATIONS. 

The Appellate Division of the New York 
Supreme Court, First Department, on April 
10 reversed the judgment of the New York 
Supreme Court rendered on May 11, 1905* 
in the suit brought by Basil Jones vs. The 
American Law Book Company to restrain 
the defendants from republishing an article 
prepared by Mr. Jones for the “Cyclopedia 
of Law and Procedure,” unless his name be 
given as author and the statement that the 
article had been edited by another hand be 
eliminated'. The plaintiff recovered a judgment 
to that effect. 

The opinion reversing this judgment, as 
written by Judge James W. Houghton, Judges 
George L. Ingraham, Chester B. McLaughlin, 
John Proctor Clarke and Francis M. Scott 
concurring, is printed in full below: 

The defendant is engaged in the compila¬ 
tion and publication of the “Cyclopedia of 
law and Procedure” and the plaintiff entered 
into a contract with it whereby he agreed, for 
one year at $ 5 - 6 o per page, to write and 
prepare original articles and treatises, or parts 
of articles and treatises, on subjects and topics 
of the law selected' and assigned to him by 
the defendant. The contract further provided 
that the plaintiff should work continuously 
during certain hours of each business day 
and that whatever articles or parts of articles 
he might prepare should be subject to edito¬ 
rial changes, even to the extent of the rejec¬ 


tion of any portion of his manuscript. The 
■concluding part of the contract provides 
that the plaintiff “should reserve no right to 
republish any articles or parts of articles 
so written and prepared, it being understood 
by both of said parties that said part of the 
first part (defendant) shall become the sole 
owner of the copyright of said articles and 
parts of articles so written and prepared.” 

Under this contract the plaintiff prepared 
for defendant’s publication, and by its direc¬ 
tion, an article entitled “Army and Navy.” 
The article so prepared by the plaintiff was 
largely changed in the editing and appeared 
in the defendant’s publication without the 
plaintiff’s name as author, the only statement 
as to the authorship being the statement that 
it was edited' by Henry A. Sharpe, Associate 
Justice Supreme Court of Alabama. There¬ 
upon plaintiff brought this action to restrain 
the defendant from publishing the article, un¬ 
less his name be substituted as author and 
the statement that the article was edited by 
Henry A. Sharpe be eliminated. The plain¬ 
tiff recovered a judgment to that effect. 

We think the plaintiff’s contract is such 
that he is not entitled to the relief which he 
has obtained. He does not claim and' cannot 
claim any right in the published article or 
any right to publish it himself in any form, 
for he relinquished all rights of that descrip¬ 
tion to defendant. He insists, however, that 
he has the right to have his name appear as 
author. The reasonable interpretation of the 
contract precludes him from this right. He 
entered into the defendant’s employ for a 
stated period, to work stated hours each busi¬ 
ness day and to prepare and write any arti¬ 
cle or part of any article or do anything 
with respect to preparing an article for publi¬ 
cation which the defendant might direct. 
Anything which he did prepare he consented 
might be edited in any manner the defendant 
desired. Such a contract is very different 
from one with an author to write a book or 
a play, even though it is to be produced 
within a given time and' to be paid for at 
so much a page. Such a contract could 
very well be considered as contemplating that 
the author should have his name appear and 
thus enjoy whatever reputation the learning 
or brilliancy of the w’ork might give him, 
although he retained no right of future publi¬ 
cation. Of course, an author is entitled to- 
his own productions. The manuscript is his 
own. lie may retain it, or publish it or sell 
it. He may sell it in such a way that his 
name shall appear as author. He may also 
agree to work in such a manner that the 
right to have his name appear as author 
will be lost. The fact that he is an author 
and does literary work does not prevent his 
hiring out to another to produce an article 
in which his name shall not appear. 

The plaintiff agreed to do any writing or 
compiling of entire or parts of articles which 
the defendant might direct. If he had written 
a portion of an article on any given subject, 
he would not have been entitled to have his 
name appear as author of that portion or as- 
a colaborer with the principal author. The 
right to mutilate and change through editing, 
of any article which the plaintiff might pre¬ 
pare, negatives the idea that the plaintiff’s 
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name was to appear as author of each article 
which he wrote, for it might have been so 
changed that he would not desire his name 
to appear as author, or the changes might 
have been of such a character that it would 
have been unfair for the defendant to so pub¬ 
lish it. 

Whatever the plaintiff may have produced, 
we think belonged to the defendant and that 
it was under no obligation to publish the 
article under the plaintiff’s name as author. 
The right was not reserved' in the contract 
and the character of the work and the manner 
in which the plaintiff was to perform it was 
such that it is not to be presumed that the 
parties so contemplated when they entered 
into the contract. 

The plaintiff insists that the contract had a 
practical interpretation as to what was meant, 
because the defendants published the article, 
“Ambassadors and Consuls,” under the plain¬ 
tiff’s name. The defendant had a right to do 
this, but it was not obliged to do so, and 
the evidence loses much of its force as a 
practical interpretation in view of the fact 
that the most of this article was written prior 
to the entering into of the contract now under 
consideration. 

It is also urged that the plaintiff proved 
a custom among publishers of similar works, 
of giving the name of the author of the article. 
It does not appear that the writers for such 
other publications were under a contract like 
that of plaintiff, nor was there such proof of 
a custom as would indicate that the parties 
contracted' in relation to it. In the absence 
of such proof, it would be improper to read 
custom into the present contract. 

Our conclusion is that the plaintiff had no 
right to demand that the defendant publish 
his name as author of the article, “Army and 
Navy,” and that the judgment restraining the 
defendant from publishing the article without 
his name appearing was erroneous and must 
be reversed. 

Judgment reversed and a new trial ordered 
with costs to the appellant to abide the event. 

THE PUBLISHER’S RIGHT TO 
CHANGE AUTHOR’S MSS. 

In a case now 7 on trial in one of the courts 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., the question whether a 
publisher or editor has the right to alter or 
to add to an article before its publication 
has come up for solution. 

This question is the point at issue between 
Charles F. Chamberlayne and the American 
Law Book Company, the former having 
brought suit against the latter on account of 
certain changes which were made in an article 
contributed by the complainant to the “Cy¬ 
clopedia of law and procedure.” In this con¬ 
tributed article, which was on the subject of 
“Evidence,” the American Lawbook Company 
are said to have made changes without con¬ 
sulting the author. When the article w r as ac¬ 
tually published certain sections w 7 ere accom¬ 
panied by a footnote stating that they w 7 ere “by 
Charles F. Chamberlayne, revised and edited 
by Charles C. Moore and William Lawrence 
Clark.” The right to do this Mr. Chamber¬ 
layne contests, and in order to support the 


justice of his contention a number of pub¬ 
lishers and editors w 7 ere called upon to give 
their testimony as to the rights and usages 
in such matters commonly observed in the 
publication of books and magazines. The 
testimony thus elicited, coming from a num¬ 
ber of our best-know r n publishers, is exceed¬ 
ingly interesting as throwing light on what 
is generally considered a rather delicate ethi¬ 
cal problem. 

George Haven Putnam, of the firm of G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, gave it as his opinion, “based 
upon experience and knowledge of editorial 
usage, that the addition, without the consent 
of the author, of new material to a volume or 
paper, submitted by an author as ‘in readiness 
for the press/ is inadmissible, and that such 
action on the part of editor or of publishers 
would give to such author legitimate ground 
for grievance. That it is contrary to the cus¬ 
tom of the publishers of books or of publish¬ 
ers or editors of magazines or of serial pub¬ 
lications to make any additions, interpolations, 
or material changes in articles the publication 
rights of which have been purchased by them 
(leaving the copyright in the hands of the 
author) or to books or articles for which 
both publication rights and 1 copyrights have 
been purchased, excepting with the consent 
of the authors of such articles.” 

In the testimony given by Henry Holt the 
inviolability, of an author’s manuscript is 
made even more emphatic, Mr. Holt stating 
that “during all his experience he never 
heard of any custom justifying an editor or 
publisher in adding to any matter issued by 
him under the name of another person with¬ 
out the consent of such person; or even in 
subtracting from it in essentials, the trifling 
abbreviations not changing the sense are ad¬ 
missible where it is necessary to bring the 
matter within defined limits.” 

Dr. I. K. Funk, of the Funk & Wagnalls 
Company, declared that he had made it a rule 
in his firm, and a part of his instructions to his 
editors, “never directly or indirectly to make 
an author responsible for what he did not do 
or say, or for the work or words of another.” 
This rule, however, Dr. Funk does not apply 
to slight verbal changes in manuscript. 

Similar testimony was given by George 
Cary Eggleston and Orlando P. Thomson, 
president of the Baker, Voorhis Company, 
both of whom, speaking from their experience 
in the usages of publishers, state their belief 
in the author’s privilege to decide upon any 
changes that an editor may d'esire to make in 
his manuscript before publication. 

Richard Watson Gilder made the following 
statement: “Adding, without consent, new 
matter to an article is inadmissible, and there 
is no custom in the publishing trade by which 
an editor of a magazine may add to articles 
purchased by him without the consent of the 
author thereof, but that, on the contrary, it is 
the custom not to change, add to, or alter 
such articles except with the consent of the 
author and 1 upon the submission of proof 
sheets thereof to said author.” 

The testimony thus advanced in this case 
is made to apply to all material published un¬ 
der a signature, whether in magazine, news¬ 
paper, or book, and apparently supports the 
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view that such material cannot be altered 
without the author’s consent. 

The American Law Book Company denies 
that it has made any changes in Mr. Cham- 
berlayne’s manuscript without his consent, and 
adduces the contract by which Mr. Chamber- 
layne specifically agreed that the company 
might reject any portion of his manuscript or 
make any changes or alterations in it which 
it deemed necessary. It also shows that al¬ 
though Mr. Chamberlayne agreed to furnish 
a complete article, he only furnished about 
the first half of it, which necessitated the em¬ 
ployment of other writers to complete the 
treatment of the subject Evidence. Under 
these circumstances, the company claims the 
right to publish what it has bought and paid 
for, with an absolutely truthful statement of 
the authorship and editorship of the several 
parts. The article Evidence is a legal com¬ 
pilation and not literature. When this case 
was up once before, Mr. Justice Edward B. 
Thomas denied a preliminary injunction, say¬ 
ing: “The evidence does not show that the 
defendant has made any change in the first 
ten subdivisions not authorized by the con¬ 
tract or by the subsequent modification there¬ 
of, nor does it appear that in such regard the 
complainant’s rights will be infringed in the 
three subdivisions whose publication is con¬ 
templated.” 

It seems that this case will turn upon the 
actual provisions of the contract, rather than 
upon any question of custom. 


THE PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 

The Publishers’ Association of Great Brit¬ 
ain and Ireland held its annual meeting at 
Stationers’ Hall on the afternoon of April 2. 
There were present the principals and repre¬ 
sentatives of seventy firms, Edward Bell, the 
president of the association, acting as chair¬ 
man. 

The report of the council in reviewing the 
work of the association during the past year 
said that u Thc Times Book Club has been, as 
before, the chief cause of the extra work. 
At the present moment no indication has been 
given of the policy in regard to the Book 
Club, which is likely to be ad'opted by the 
company which is to be formed to take over 
The Times , but it may be hoped that the new 
management will find it to their own inter¬ 
est to fall into line with the rest of the trade.” 

The question of the Supply of books to the 
public libraries on special terms, according 
to the report of the council, “has become some¬ 
what acute. In May last a small committee 
was appointed to meet three delegates from 
the Library Association. During the discus¬ 
sion we expressed some sympathy with their 
object, but explained that any concession 
which we could recommend must be subject 
to the assent of the Associated Booksellers. 
At a subsequent date the Library Association 
approached the Booksellers, but an offer by 
the latter (which we had suggested)—viz., 
that public libraries should be allowed a fixed 
discount at 5 per cent, off net books and 25 
per cent, off subject books, was not accepted. 
The position at present is that the Library 


Association have intimated to the Booksellers 
that they propose to favor the establishment 
of a trading association for the supply of 
libraries; but in reply to an enquiry from the 
Associated Booksellers, the council have 
stated that, in their opinion, such an associa¬ 
tion could only be allowed’ trade terms on the 
understanding that they observed the condi¬ 
tions of the net book agreement, in which 
case their object would not be attained.” 

Owing to the prevalence of an illegitimate 
trade in copies of books sent to the press the 
council thought it advisable to recommend 
that all such copies should be stamped on the 
title-page. They report that the recommenda¬ 
tion has already been followed by nearly all 
the members of the association. 

Owing to the fact that applications for 
gratuitous copies of educational and other 
books are frequently made on false pretenses, 
the secretary is now keeping a list of the 
names and addresses of persons who are 
found to be in the habit of making such ap¬ 
plications. It is not thought advisable to 
circulate it, but it is open to inspection, and 
the secretary will be glad to be informed of 
any undoubted cases that may come to the 
knowledge of members. 

The circulation of cheap American reprints 
of English copyright books, both on the Con¬ 
tinent and in the Colonies, is, unfortunately, 
on the increase. So far as the Continent is 
concerned, such cases can only be dealt with 
by the individual action of the publishers 
whose books are reprinted. In the Colonies 
the agents of the association are on the alert, 
and in June last a large quantity of such re¬ 
prints was seized in Johannesburg and de¬ 
stroyed. The importation and sale of pirati¬ 
cal "reprints of English copyright books in 
Egypt is one of the subjects for discussion 
at the forthcoming congress at Madrid. 

The routine business having been dis¬ 
posed of the Association proceeded to elect 
officers for the ensuing year, which resulted 
in the following choice: Edward Bell, presi¬ 
dent: C. J. Longman, vice-president; Will¬ 
iam Heinemann, treasurer. 


WHAT IS A NOVEL? 

In the course of trial of the suit brought 
by T. Fisher Umvin against James Clarke & 
Co., both well-knowm English publishers, in 
London, on March 26, the question was 
raised: What is a novel? The plaintiff al¬ 
leged that a circular published by the defend¬ 
ants in June of last year contained statements 
defamatory to him and a book which he was 
about to publish. The defendants denied that 
the circular was capable of bearing defama¬ 
tory meaning, and asserted that it consisted 
of an allegation of facts which were true, and 
that in so far as it consisted of expression of 
opinion it was fair comment. 

In opening the case plaintiff’s attorney said 
that in dealing with works of fiction there 
was a very great difference in commercial 
values—and in consequence a broad distinc¬ 
tion was drawn by publishers—between a 
novel in the ordinary sense and a collection 
of short stories. The public would buy a 
novel written by a popular author much more 
readily than they w'ould buy a volume of short 
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stories even by the same author. It would, 
therefore, be a very wrong thing for a pub¬ 
lisher to pass off as a novel a collection of 
short stories. Mr. Fisher Unwin had in the 
past published Mr. Crockett’s first novel— 
which was very successful—and in January, 
1907, his attention was drawn to a serial story 
by Mr. Crockett which was appearing in Gib¬ 
bon’s Stamp Weekly, under the title of “Me 
and Myn, Limited.” He entered into negotia¬ 
tion with Mr. Crockett, and on April 26 an 
agreement was entered into between them that 
Mr. Unwin should publish “Me and Myn, 
Limited” in book form at the price of 6s., Mr. 
Crockett to have 25 per cent, royalty on all 
copies sold, and there was also a payment to 
him of £400 on the date on which the book 
appeared. Mr. Crockett stipulated that the 
book should not appear before July 8. He 
had an arrangement with the defendants that 
another story, entitled “Vida,” should be pub¬ 
lished by. them in the autumn, and he natur¬ 
ally did not wish the two books to appear at 
the same time. 

Defendants objected to Mr. Crockett’s book 
appearing in July, and in reply to their letter 
Mr. Crockett wrote to his literary agent, Mr. 
Watt, as follows: 

I think you might point out to Messrs. Clarke 
that no other novel of mine will appear during 
the autumn, and also point out that “Me and Myn, 
Limited” is only a light collection of stories of 
stcjnp-collecting, and not a full-dress novel. 

This description of the book, said counsel, 
was totally inaccurate. Whatever the liter¬ 
ary merits of “Me and Myn, Limited,” judged 
by its continuity and by the story itself, it 
embodied the elementary principles of a ro¬ 
mance. It had the full complement of words, 
and it was sold at the usual price for a novel. 

The circular containing the statements com¬ 
plained of was issued by defendants on June 
26 to the entire book trade, and was as 
follows: 

We shall be publishing in the early part of 
September next a new novel by S. R. Crockett, 
entitled “Vida,” price 6s. It has come under our 
notice that another book by S. R. Crockett, entitled 
“Me and Myn,” has been announced as a novel— 
(the word “novel,” said Mr. Smith, was underlined) 
—for publication next month. To prevent misap¬ 
prehension, we think it well to state that we have 
been in communication with the author, and have 
pointed out to him that we are sure that some 
persons will buy the bbok thinking it is his ordinary 
autumn novel, which we have in September, and he 
replies through his agent to us as follows. . . 
“ ‘Me and Myn’ is only a collection of stories of 
stamp-collecting, and not a full-dress novel.” We 
think it necessary to bring this under your notice 
in case you should order the book under the impres¬ 
sion that it is his ordinary autumn novel. 

Mr. Crockett wrote to plaintiff disclaiming 
any participation in the defendant’s action, 
and described the novel as “a consecutive 
work.” Mr. Unwin issued a denial of the de¬ 
fendants’ statements, but the effect of the 
latter caused very serious damage to the sale 
of the book. Plaintiff was deluged with let¬ 
ters from booksellers reducing or cancelling 
their orders. As many as 663 copies, issued 
on terms of sale and return, were returned. 
Apart from the loss on the sale of the book, 
the total expenses incurred by the plaintiff as 
the result of the circular amounted to £230. 

The court, in summing up, said that the 
whole of this trouble was brought about by 


Mr Crockett. As a novelist Mr. Crockett 
belonged to a class which included poets and 
artists, and which was not supposed to carry 
on business in the ordinary businesslike 
methods employed by other people. Mr. 
Crockett, as counsel has said, wanted to “run 
with the hare and hunt with the hounds.” 
First he sold his autumn novel to the defend¬ 
ants, and then he sold another book to the 
plaintiff to appear at a time when it was gen¬ 
erally admitted that the sale of the first book 
would injure the sale of the second. Novels, 
it seemed, sprang up like mushrooms, but 
there was little dispute that spring and au¬ 
tumn were the great seasons for them. As 
to what constituted a novel, one witness had 
said that it must have a hero, love, marriage, 
and other things; but whatever else it must 
have, it appeared that the essential was that 
it should consist of 120,000 words. If he 
could only squeeze out 120,000 words he 
should be a novel writer. 

After a quarter of an hour’s deliberation 
the jury gave their verdict for Clarke & Co., 
the defendants. 

Still the question seems to remain, What is 
a novel? 


TO PREVENT PRICE-CUTTING. 

The Pittsburg Booksellers’ and Stationers’ 
Association voted last week that when a mem¬ 
ber is overstocked on goods he must notify 
the active members, giving a list of the goods 
and the price he will accept for them. If no 
offer is received within three days, he will 
be at liberty to offer the goods at any price 
he chooses, regardless of association price. 
This is looked upon as a measure that may 
mitigate many of the difficulties of price 
maintenance. _ 

NEW YORK RETAIL STATIONERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

Representatives of about sixteen stationery 
firms in New York City met at the Broadway 
Central Hotel on the 3d inst., and formed 
the Retail Stationers’ Association. The fol¬ 
lowing temporary officers were chosen to 
serve until permanent officers are elected at 
some future meeting: Chairman, Julius Blum- 
berg; secretary, William B. Steiner; treas¬ 
urer, Lewis Land'sberg; executive committee : 
Lewis Landberg, Morris Botwen, H. M. 
Toffler, John E. Meyer and M. J. Roth. 

Mr. Blumberg expressed the belief that 
there was room in New York for an associa¬ 
tion confined strictly to the retail trade. 
While admitting that he had much respect for 
the Stationers’ Association of New York, 
which has really accomplished some good, he 
thought that, since it included manufacturers, 
jobbers and retailers, it could not be success¬ 
ful in the long run in representing equally the 
interests of both manufacturer and retailer. 


THE OUTING PUB. CO.’S PRIZE NOVEL 
COMPETITION POSTPONED. 

The Outing Publishing Company has re¬ 
ceived so many requests from writers for an 
extension of the time limit for the receipt of 
mss. in their $1000 first novel competition, 
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that they have decided to postpone the clos¬ 
ing of the competition until August 1, 1908. 

The Outing Company, it will be remem¬ 
bered, is offering a prize of $1000 for the best 
manuscript of a good, live story by a new 
writer, sent in by the time indicated. The 
final selection of the winning story will be 
made by competent readers not connected 
with the company. _

The postal card fad has 
reached enormous proportions, and the new 
ruling is expected by postal officials to be re¬ 
ceived with satisfaction by the thousands of 
collectors. _ 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

John Murphy, whose second-hand book¬ 
store at 241 Washington Street, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., has been a landmark in that thoroughfare 
for the last twelve years, died suddenly in his 
rooms over the store on April 11, aged fifty- 
six. Before moving to Washington Street he 
had a book stand in old McCumber Square, 
at the junction of Fulton Street and DeKalb 
Avenue, for many years. 

Francis W. Vaughan, for thirty-eight 
years librarian of the Social Law Library at 
the Court House in Boston, Mass., died at 
Capri, Italy, April 2, aged seventy-four. He 
was graduated from Harvard in 1853 and was 
admitted to the Suffolk Bar, but never prac¬ 
ticed. He became civil assistant to Captain 
Andrew A. Humphreys and Lieutenant Henry 
L. Abbott, U. S. Engineers, in the preparation 
of their report on the Mississippi River and 
Delta. In 1870 he was appointed librarian of 
the Social Law Library, which had been 
formed in the days of Chief Justice Theophi- 
lus Parsons, and had been for years under the 
charge of a crier of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. Under Mr. Vaughan’s care the library 
has become one of the best professional col¬ 
lections in the United States. 

Hartwig Derenbourg, the well-known 
Orientalist, died in Paris, April 13. Professor 
Derenbourg was the son of Joseph Deren¬ 
bourg, a German-French Orientalist, and was 
born on June 17, 1844, in Paris. He was edu¬ 


cated there and at Gottingen and Leipsic. 
From 1866 to 1870 he was employed at the 
Bibliotheque Nationale and edited the cata¬ 
logue of Arabic manuscripts. In 1875 he be¬ 
gan teaching Arabic in the Ecole des Langues 
Orientales, and became a professor in 1879. 
In 1886 he became professor of Islamitic sci¬ 
ence at the Ecole des Hautes Etudes. He 
was the author of a number of works in Latin, 
French and Arabic, including an Arabic 
grammar, “The History of the Literature of 
the Old Testament,” “The Science of Re¬ 
ligion,” “Ousama Ibu Mounkidh” and “Chres- 
tomathie Elementaire de l’Arabe Litteral,” the 
last named being regarded as his principal 
work. 

Lieutenant Charles Adiel Lewis Totten, 
U. S. A., inventor and author, died at his 
home in Milford, Conn., April 12. He was 
born in New London, Conn., February 3,. 1851, 
and was graduated from the West Foint Mil¬ 
itary Academy in 1873, when he was commis¬ 
sioned second lieutenant in the Fourth Artil¬ 
lery. He was advanced to first lieutenancy 
in 1874, and served as professor of military 
science and tactics in the Massachusetts Agri¬ 
cultural College from i 875-’8. He served 
in the field in the West during the Bannock 
War and in the Chiricahua campaign. From 
1883 to 1886 he was again professor of military 
science and tactics in the Cathedral School of 
St. Paul, Garden City, N. Y., and at Yale from 
1889 to 1892, when he resigned to devote his 
attention to Biblical investigations. He invent¬ 
ed a military game entitled “Strategos,” and 
published Our Race, devoted to his theories of 
the second advent and the identity of the 
Anglo-Saxon race with the ten lost tribes, 
etc. Among some of the books published by 
him are: “Important Questions in Meteorolo¬ 
gy,” “Lost Israel Found in the Anglo- 
Saxons,” “Joshua’s Long Day and the Dial of 
Ahaz,” “The King’s Daughters,” “Flight of 
David’s Line,” “The Coming Crusade,” and 
“Our Inheritance in the Great Seal.” In all 
he put out about 300 books and' brochures. 

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

According to the will of General Count 
Alexis Araktcheff, one of the agents of the 
Emperor Paul of Russia and later an adviser 
of his son Alexander 1., a sum of 100,000 
rubles was left to accumulate until 1925, to be 
awarded to the one who writes the best, that 
is, the fullest, most trustworthy and most 
eloquent history of Alexander 1. Calculated 
at 4 per cent., the* 100,000 rubles will in 1925 
amount to some $2,000,000 or more. It will 
be curious to see how the historian will deal 
with the subject, and how he will be able to 
maintain the impartiality of the historian in 
estimating the role of Count Araktcheff in 
Alexander’s reign. The contest, according 
to a correspondent of the Brentwood Com¬ 
pany as quoted by the New York Tribune. 
is open to literary men and to writers in all 
parts of the world, who thus are afforded an 
opportunity of providing for their old age, or 
for their children, by winning a fortune of a 
couple of million dollars by a single piece of 
literary work.

First 
Bishop of Athabasca, 1874-1884, First Bishop 
of MacKenzie River, 1884-1891, and First 
Bishop of Yukon, 1891-1906, by H. A. Cody, 
Rector of Christ Church, Whitehorse, Y. T., 
Canada, and having an introduction by the 
Archbishop of Rupert’s Land. This book is 
worthy of more than passing notice, being 


the record of a life of the most absolute devo¬ 
tion to mission work among the Indians of 
the far Northwest. Bishop Bompas, when a 
young man, volunteered’ for this service under 
the Church Missionary Society, and. shutting 
himself in with the Indians, the Tenni, the 
Turkudh and the Eskimos, spent his life for 
their welfare, and died in 1906, aged seventy- 
two. The book is also descriptive of the 
country and the people, and is well illustrated. 

J. B. Lippincott Company publish this week 
two new books, which, while addressed par¬ 
ticularly to the medical profession, should ap¬ 
peal to any one interested in the subjects 
treated. The first is “Glimpses of Medical 
Europe,” by R. L. Thompson, M.D., and is an 
account of a summer’s visit to the prominent 
medical schools of Europe. The “glimpses” 
that one gets are personal and cleverly set 
forth, and a charming story is presented to 
the reader. The illustrations are worthy of 
comment—especially the original sketches of 
Tom Jones, who has admirably caught the 
lighter vein of the writer. The second book 
is “Practical Life Insurance Examinations,” 
by Murray E. Ramsey, M.D., and intended as 
a handbook for medical life insurance exam¬ 
iners. The appearance of Thomas McKean’s 
new novel, “The Master Influence,” which 
will be published by the Lippincotts on April 
22, is of especial timeliness, as the author has 
acknowledged that to a great extent the char¬ 
acter of the hero was drawn from Governor 
Hughes, of New York. 

A. C. McClurg & Company are about to 
issue the seventh edition of Colonel Clark 
E. Carr’s “The Illini,” whose new book, “My 
Day and Generation” has just been published. 
Added to the illustrations will be an interest¬ 
ing portrait, from a rare print, of Henri 
Bertrand, Grand Marshal of France, most 
loyal of Napoleon’s followers, who shared, 
indeed, not only the Elba banishment with 
his fallen emperor, but those six bitter years 
at St. Helena. In the dual romance running 
through his book, Colonel Carr recounts the 
eventful history of one of Marshal Bertrand’s 
descendants, “Colonel Percival, who, born into 
servitude, for years a fugitive—and, most 
tragic of all, fugitive from the father he 
believed to be of an alien race—struggling 
to make a fortune in South America, winning 
his way to the New York Bar, winning his 
epaulettes in the War between the States, 
always vindicating by his persistence and his 
brilliant success the ancestry that included 
Henri Bertrand, stands revealed, at the climax 
of the romance, no less worthy of the esteem 
of Grant, his general, than of the pride of 
the old' Sieur de Besanson and his father. 
General Silverton. Indeed, it is this direct 
human interest that imbues this fundamental¬ 
ly historic work with the charm of fiction. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish next 
month a new book by Horatio W. Dresser, 
author of “The Power of Silence,” and other 
works on the “inner life,” entitled “The Phi¬ 
losophy of the Spirit.” In his new work Dr. 
Dresser has undertaken a systematic study of 
the higher nature of man in relation to the 
divine presence. The Spirit is defined as God 
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in action, in immediate reference to experi¬ 
ences with which every man is familiar; the 
divine presence is said to be immanent in all 
departments of human life. In contrast with 
the agnosticism of the day, emphasis is placed 
upon what man knows instead of upon that of 
which he is doubtful. The result is an illum¬ 
inating study of the life of feeling, the emo¬ 
tions, intuitions, guidance, faith and reason. 
They expect to bring out in June the first vol¬ 
ume of a full and scholarly biography of 
Mirabeau, by Frederick Morrow Fling, which 
is to be in three volumes. The first volume 
is devoted to the youth of Mirabeau, and 
closes with the year 1774, when he legally 
came of age; the second will follow Mira- 
beau’s fortunes during his confinement in 
French prisons, and during his activity as a 
publicist and in the time of his residence in 
Holland, England and Germany, ending in 
1788, with the preparations for elections to 
the States-General; the third will deal with 
Mirabeau and the National Assembly. 

John Lane Company publish this week 
“The Master Knot,” by Alice Birkhead, a 
story of two women who differ widely in 
character and fortune, but whose fates are 
intertwined, each of whom struggles to untie 
the knot of destiny—to find that human hands 
are powerless to unloose it, and that it binds 
together the fluttering strands of the life, be¬ 
fore held free, till security brings happiness 
even as youth passes and desires become less 
strong; “The Gates that Shall Not Prevail,” 
by Herbert M. Farrington, a story that deals 
with the progress of a movement which be¬ 
came known as “The Great Crusade,” and 
which, inaugurated and carried on by one 
“Brother Paul,” a cleric of an unconventional 
type, had for its object the bringing of Chris¬ 
tianity “from the region of the impracticable 
theology into the market places of the world;” 
“The Isle of Maids,” by M. T. Hainsselin, a 
story dealing with the adventures of two 
young men fresh from Oxford, who decide, 
by way of a holiday, to find an uninhabited 
island and live for a time away from civiliza¬ 
tion, and select one of the Aegean group in 
the Mediterranean, where many brisk adven¬ 
tures and stirring scenes follow, interspersed 
with love-making; also, “The King’s General 
in the West,” being the life of Sir Richard 
Granville, baronet, (1600-1659,) by Roger 
Granville, M.A., Sub-Dean of Exeter Ca¬ 
thedral, which, compiled from various sources, 
also tells the story of the English civil war.
